Airport Controversy 
Remains Unsettled

The controversial issue of zon- 
ing designations surround 
Cable Airport in Upland is st 
unsettled. Even though the City 
Council recently approved a gen- 
eral plan amendment designating 
an area 1/4 mile east of Benson 
Ave, as “low density residen- 
tial’’ and a zone change to ex- 
tend the city park a ‘“‘clear 
zone’’ 750 feet eastward along 
14th St, the question of the 
zoning designation on the area 
750 feet east of Benson Ave,, 
between 13th and iSth Streets 
is still up in the air, 

Last Thursday night the Plan- 
ning Commission finally met (af- 
ter a couple of cancelled meet- 
ings due to a national day of 
mourning and difficulty getting 
members together) and Planning 
Director Rod Anderson drafted a 
resolution which set a public 
hearing for Thursday night, 
March 8 at 7:30 p,m, in Coun- 
cil Chambers to consider re- 
zoning from R-D (research and 
development) to M-1 (light in- 
dustrial) most of the property 
located on the east side of Ben- 
son Ave, between 13th and 15th 
St.

‘Heaven 


The ‘Heaven’ bound blue bus 
carrying Ken Gaub and his Gos- 
pel Team family have just left 
Upland’s Second Ave, after cal- 
ling it ‘*home’’ for a week, After 
a week long “‘crusade’’ conduc- 
ted in Upland through the First 
Assembly of God Church, the 
Gaubs left Saturday for North- 
ridge, 

The Gaub ‘‘family”’ decided 16 
years ago to “‘hit the road’”’ and 
carry their message far and wide. 
It’s only been within the past three 
months that they acquired their 
huge blue bus that has been plush- 
ly decorated into a comfortable 
home and office complete with 
shag carpeting, pantry, kitchen 
and four bedrooms and a bath. 

Gaub said they’ve traveled in 
some kind of similar ‘“‘Heaven” 
bound bus for 16 years, but this 
is the largest one they’ve ever 
had, It’s a 42 foot long Silver 
Eagle Continental Trailways bus, 

he gospel team, composed of 
Gaub, his wife, Barbara; and their 
three children, Nathan, 17, Dan- 
dy, 13, and Rebekah, 12; and 
Manager Cecil Graham, present 
films taken in their worldtravels 
and contemporary music, The 
traveling minister who hails from 
Yakima, Wash., said he has vis- 
ited 80 countries and filmed the 
people, their customs and their 
worship, In addition, the unique 
“*family’” has recorded albums, 
has a publication entitled Faith in 
Action and a radio program cal- 
led Active Faith Hour. 

The team has traveled over- 
seas the past six years, The three 
children are acquiring their edu- 
cation through correspondence 
courses, 


Harold A. Bailin joined in op- 
posing the general plan amend- 
ment, The mayor expressed con- 
cern that the proposed move 
could prevent future development 
of Cable Airport, 

Bailin wanted to delay chang- 
ing the current ‘‘City Park’’ de- 
signation of the 160-acre area 
(designated as city park and golf 
course) until land owners in the 
area specifically requested the 
zoning changes, 

The majority of the council 
contended that future residential 
development would be adequately 
protected by the industrial and 
park zones, Councilmen A, M, 
Hawkins and John Mc Carthy 
noted land owners want the city 
to designate the land according 
to its intended usage, 

Consistently since the Jan, 11 
Planning Commission meeting 
members of the Upland Chamber 
of Commerce Airport Task Force 
Committee have made pleas to 
have an industrial zone (M-1) 
instead of R-D as recommended 
by the Planning Corhmission for 
a 40,2 acre area located on the 
east side of Benson Ave, be- 
tween 13th and 15th Streets, 

Spokesman Rardy Bond told 
the Council the M-! zoning would 
provide for the most practical 
and productive use of land in 
this area, Bond said the in- 
dustrial area will never develop 
under its current research and 
development zoning which is 
more restrictive than light man- 
ufacturing zoning, 

‘Only five percent of the land 
in the city is zoned for indus- 
trial now and this is a very 
unbalanced relationship,’’ Bond 
said, 

Research and Development 
zoning allows laboratories, re- 
search facilities, offices, re- 
search facilities, offices elec- 
tronic firms and even restaur- 
ants, Under the M-1 light in- 
dustrial designation assembly 
operations, machine shops and 
other forms of more detailed 
manufacturing would be allowed 
in the area without a condition- 
al use permit, If approved, 
the zone would allow light plants 
similiar to those located in The 
Upland Industrial Park on west 
Ninth Street. 

At the Council meeting and 
again, via letter, at the Plan- 
ning Commission meeting Thurs- 
day, Dewey and Paul Cable, own- 
ers of the airport, asked that 
the ‘‘green belt be widened by 
-6 acres to provide more of a 
clear zone over the landing pat- 
tern of planes using the air- 
port,”’

Plans For Local 
Bus Line Underway 


At the next City Council meet- 
ing --Feb, 20-- Upland City Man- 
ager Elwin “Pinky”? Alder is to 
have ready a report concerning 
alternatives to contracting with 
the Southern California Rapid 
Transit District (SCRTD) for a 
proposed new Ontario-Upland bus 
line, 

The bus line proposal has met 
with a series of delays since 
early January, The Ontatio City 
Council voted to accept the RTD 
proposal which would carry a 
$3212 net cost per month for 
both cities, But, the Upland Coun- 
cil declined to give its approval 
recently after learning the city 
administration had not studied the 
possibility of leasing the bus ser- 
vice from a priyate firm, 

Alder said the report will cover 
the advantages and disadvantages 
of all possible bus route alter- 
natives, including leasing bus 
service from private operators, 
establishing acity operated mini- 
bus line, contracting with RTD 
and obtaining federal funding fora 
bus line, The report was to have 
been ready in time for the Feb, 
5 Council meeting but was de- 
layed, 

The administrative staffs from 
Ontario and Upland had rec-

ommended early in January that 
the cities contract with RTD 
for the bus line which would fol- 
low Euclid Ave from south On- 
tario to the Upland Town Center, 
The proposed RTD line would 
also service the court facill- 
ties on Mountain Ave, in One 
tario and San Antonio Community 
Hospital in Upland, 

Roger D, Hughbanks, Ontario’s 
assistant city manager, said his 
staff is waiting for the Upland 
staff study and council action,

Valley Bicycle System 
Now Extends Into Upland 


On Feb, 5 the Upland Council 
approved Upland’s inclusion tn 
the Pomona Valley Regional Bi- 
cycle Trail System, 

The council also approved $7,- 
500 for laying black top along 
the approximately 1 1/4 mile 
portion of the trail which pas- 
sea through Upland, 

The 25 mile regional route pri- 
marily will use the San Antonio 
and San Jose Washes and Thomp- 
son Creek flood control right} 
of-ways, 

in Upland the route will have 


a northern boundary near Base- 
line Road, ‘The route will then 
extend southward along the San 
Antonio Wash to Foothill Blvd,, 
where the bikeway will travel esat 
to Claremont Blvd, The route 
moves south along Claremont 
Blvd, until Arrow Highway where 
it again connects with the San 
Antonio Wash, 

Montclair and three other 
citles must approve the route 
before an application can be made 
for a federal grant that would 
provide half of the estimated 
$250 ,000.

livia and native costumes, “‘This 
is my fifth program today,’’ she 
exclaimed, rather excitedly, but 
with a sparkle in her eye and 
smile on her face nevertheless, 

She had just finished singing 
and dancing with a group of Camp- 
fire Girls from one of the U 
land elementary schools, ‘‘I a 
solutely love to sing and dance,”’ 
she joyfully exclaimed, Upon 
request, she donned a traditional 
Indian costume typical of her 
homeland and sed for some 
photographs, e was teaching 
a traditional Spanish dance from 
Bolivia, called ‘‘Daquirari’’ in 
Spanish, to the girls who are 
planning an International folk- 
dance day in May, 

Ms. Gozalvez's spirits really 
brightened when she began talk- 
ing about her love of dancing 
and the various performances 
she’s put on in Bolivia, ‘‘I sing 
the whole day long,”’ she said,

This 
is a very popular, traditional 
ritualistic dance from 1879, “‘I 
played the Angel and wore very 
heavy and elaborate costumes 
and jumped all around,” she 
said, he hopes ro do more 
dancing and singing in the area 
this second half of her visit. 

She is now living with the 
Alvin Banman family, at 306 S, 
Vallejo Way in Upland. She at- 
tends Upland High School and is 
a senior there, Her American 
sisters are Marilyn, a sophomore 
at UHS, and Roselyn, a senior. 
Jim Banman attends Chaffey Col- 
lege and brothers John and David 
are younger and stay home, 

Her real family in La Paz 
has two younger brothers, Waldo 
Jr. and John Albert, Her father, 
Waldo Berrios Perez is a well 
known newsbroadcaster for a lo- 
cal station and her mother is a 
commercial secretary. 

Ms, Gozalvez says she’s now 
mastered the trick of learning 
to “‘think’’ in English, She ini- 
tially had to translate from Eng- 
lish to Spanish to English when 
she first came, but speaks and 
understands perfect English now. 
She also speaks French and In- 
dian languages from Bclivia. 

She said she hasn’t had any
